carried materiel only; otherwise the transfer of a medium AAA unit to the Jueter- 
bog area for training is observed for the first time. Previous combat tiring 
practices by medium AAA units only were reported from the Wustrow AM Range. The 
vehicle number on the other troop train belonged to the 32nd AAA Div (DS) , thus 
indicating that the train carried medium AA guns instead of AT guns.
